neither include P ort- Royal, hitherto con- 
ſidered as one of its principal Forts, nor 
have told Us what they call the Inland 
Parts of the Peninſulag; D that Port. 
Royal is a Fort ſituated in no Province, 
and Acadie is the Coaſt of a Country that 
has no Name. Such is the Syſtem they 
would endeavour to ſet up, Which being 
founded neither on Reaſon nor Reality, 
has been entirely overthrown by the Eu- 
gliſb Reply, dated the 23d of January 
1753, divided, as the French. Memorial, 
under ſeveral Heads; expoſing in ſome 
"Ou the Fallacy of their Objections ;

he is not ſupported by the Evidence 


which he has produced for it; for the

or in Nova- Scotia; now if that Fort had 
come under the Deſcription of the XIIth 
Article, ſuch .a Diſpute would have 
been unneceflary ; and after all, the 
Evidence of 'Sir Thomas Temple's Di- 
ſtinction is inconcluſive in every Reſpect: 
For firſt, it muſt be obſerved, that it was

pute therefore between Nation and Nation, | 
no Article of it ought to be produced: but 3 
from that original Text. So that citing 
it from a Tranſlation and that a falſe 
Tranſlation, ſhews indeed the Extremi- 
ties to which the Advocates in a bad 
Cauſe are reduced, who often ſhew their 
Skill in wreſting the Senſe of what makes 
againſt them, by miſciting the Words, or 
when theWords make quite againſt them, 
by not citing them at all. 
How flagrant doth this appear, by this 
Author's having cited only a Part of the 
XIIth Article of the Treaty, omitting the 
explanatory Words, by which the Extent 
of the Ceſſion is deſcribed, for after grant- 
ing Nova- Scotia or All Acadie, with its 
antient Limits, as alſo Port- Royal, other-

wiſe called Annapolis- Royal, it further 
adds, And all other Things in thoſe 
Regions which depend on the ſame 
« Lands and Iflands, together with the 
« Dominion, Property and Poſſeſſion of 
* them, and all Right whatſoever by 
« Treaties, or any other May obtained: 
all which Part, tho' the moſt material, 
and upon which lies the chief Streſs of 
the Point in Queſtion, has been induſtri- 
ouſly paſſed over by this properly called, 
Summary Diſcuſſion. | 
After this imperfe& Citation, it pro- 
ceeds to put the following Miſconſtruction 
upon it. It appears, ſays the Author, 
by the Terms of the Treaty of Utrecht, 
that the Ceſſion, ſtipulated by the XIIth 
Article, was reſtrained to a Country ſingly 
called Acadie, with its Ancient Limits. 
As a Proof of this, he obſerves, . that 
Nova- Scotia is only an empty Denomi-

Ait has been proved, that Sir William 


Alexander did take Poſſeſſion of the Coun- 

try deſcribed by Virtue of that Grant, let 
it ſuffice to remark, that the chief Tir. 
poſe, for which the Grant was produced, 


was to ſhew the original Riſe of the 


Name of Nova-Scotia : From whence, 
by a Chain of Conſequences, the follow- 


| ing Inferences are to be deduced, as un- 


anſwerable Arguments, in Proof of the 
Exiſtence of a Country called Nova- 
Scotia, and of its vs. vg aud moſt An- 
cient Boundaries. 

For ſince, from this Grant che Terri- 


tory or Diſtrict therein deſcribed firſt ob-

tained the Name of Noua-Scotia, the 
Country, afterwards called by that Name,

But we find this Attempt of perde 
ing us out of the Name of Nova- Scotia, 
is with a Deſign not only to confine the 
Ceſſion ſolely to a Country called Acadie, 
but alſo to limit general Acadie to that 
particular Part of it, which from all Ages 
they ſay had no other Name. For now 
the French argue, that the Treaty muſt 
be conſtrued to reſtrain the Ceſſion to a 
Sting Ancient Acadie, properly fo called; 
1 from the Countries, to which

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the ame Name might have been given; 


and this new Name of Ancient Atadie 
they aſcribe to the South-Eaſtern Coaſt of

It appears, 
by the VIIth Article of that Treaty, con- 
cluded between France and the. States- 
General at Utrecht the 11th of April 
17 13, That the Ceſſion of Upper Guelder 
to the King of Pruſſia was made in gene- 
ral Words, and yet the Towns, Baily- 
wicks, and Lordſhips of Strahlen, Macht- 
endonc g', &c, were afterwards particularly 
ſpecified, although they were Dependents 
on the Town of Guelder : Upon this the

French Author has obſerved, that it is not 
a parallel Caſe to the preſent, becauſe that 
Article did not make a Ceſſion of all 
Guelder, but only of what His Pruſſian 
Majeſty poſſeſſed inUpper-Guelder, where- 
as with Regard to the Point here in Queſ- 
tion, the Treaty of Utrecht makes a Ceſ- 
fion of all Acadie ; from whence he'de- 
duces this Diſtinction, that in yielding all 
Acadie, there was no Neceſſity of ſpeci- 
fying Port- Royal, if it was any Part of it; 
whereas in treating for a Part only o 
Guelder, the Enumeration of all the * 
yielded up was indiſpenſible: Now, in 
Anſwer to this Diſtinction without 5 
Difference, it muſt be obſerved, that the

the French Commiſſaries, not being able 


to withſtand, when expoſed in its true and 
genuine Light, have endeavoured, if we 
may borrow the Expreſſions made uſe of 
in the Diſcuſſion, 2 Poff quer, a le faire 
d;ſpareitre, 2 Te noyer pour ainſi dire, &c. 
But, not to dwell any longer on Cavils 


of this Nature, I ſhall only add this ge-

Words of the Treaty, will be the Means

Whereupon Commiſſaries were appoint- 
ed, on each Side, for carrying the ſame 
into Execution; who, as appears, by their 
Report of the zothof Auguſt 1714, went 
to Port- Royal, Minas, Beaubaſſm, . Cope- 
guid, and ſeveral other Places on the Coaſts, 
and inland Parts, of Noua- Scotia, at each

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of which they aſſembled together all the 
Inhabitants, to whom they read the Trea- 
ty, together with the Queen of Eng- 
lands Letter, promiſin g them her Pro- 
tection, and the free Exerciſe of their 
Religion, in Caſe they would abide under 
the Engliſh Government; after which they 
read the Propoſal made by His Moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty Lewis XIV. promiſing: 
to all, that would continue his Subjects, 
and go to Loui ſbourg, to furniſh Ships of 
Tranſport for them and their Effects, with 
Proviſions for a Twelvemonth, and an 
Exemption from all Duties upon the 
Trade, that they ſhould carry on in the 
ſaid Illand for the Space of Ten Vears.— 
In purſuance of theſe Promiſes, ſuch of 
the French Inhabitants, as were willing 
to continue the Subjects of His Moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty, ſigned a Declaration 
expreſſing the ſame, and were ſoon after 
tranſported with their Effects to 8 
Bourg. | 

With Regard to thoſe, who were content 
to abide under the Engliſh Governgient, :

nothing more was required, at that Time, 
than their taking and ſubſcribing an Oath, 
whereby they promiſed and ſwore to be 
faithful and bear true Allegiance to Her 
Maj eſty the Queen of Great- Britain. 
Upon Her Majeſty's Demiſe, Officers 
were appointed to go round to all the 
Places of chief Note, to proclaim His 


Majeſty King George I. King of Great- 


Britain, and Sovereign of Nova-Scotia; 
which Proclamation was accordingly made 


in the Months of March and April, 171 5 


at Annapolis- Royal, Beaubaſſin, St. Fohn, 
and Pentagoet ; and the Oaths, as above,

That ſuch of the French Inhabitants of 
the ſeveral Diſtricts above- mentioned, who 
went away at the Time of the Treaty 
of Utrecht, acknowledged, by that De- 
ſertion, their Settlements to be tranſ- 
ferred. to our Dominion :—Thoſe, who 
remained, and accepted our Terms, have, 
by that Submiſſion, acknowledged the 
fame: — And laſtly, thoſe, who have, 
been found within thoſe Territories, with- 
out complying with Our Terms, have | 
been warned by Us to quit their Settle- | 
ments, in Conſequence of the ſame Right | 
of Sovereignty hitherto. kept up and ex E

erciſed by Us ever ſince the Treaty. This 
is what the Author of the Dieu 
calls changing and overthrowing all the 
Poſſeſſions of the French in America, 
baniſhing them from thence, and expoſing 
all Europe to ſee the Fire of War kindled 
by ſuch Enterprizes. 
But the Enterprizes, to ſpeak more 
properly, that have brought the two Na- 
tions to the Brink of War, are thoſe 
unjuſtifiable Encroachments, which the 
French have made on the very Diſtricts, 
to which we have evidently proved our 
Right. Witneſs, their having built the 
Fort of Beau-ſejour on the Iſthmus of the 
Peninſula, the Fort of Gaſpereau on the 
Bay called Bay-Verte, and their eſtabliſh- 
ing a Fort and Garriſon on the River St. 


Jobn, which the French Author ſeems to 
juſtify, from its Utility in opening a Com- 


munication between Loui sbourg and Ne- 
bec. But what muſt appear to the World 
unwarrantable, in every View, is, that 
all the Forts abovementioned have been 
n fince the Treaty of Aix-la-Cha-

pelle; they have been erected on Diſtricts; 
the Right to which was ſubmitted to be 
decided by an amicable Negociation; and 
they have been erected even during the 
Time that Negociation was carrying on. 


This muſt imply a premeditated Deſign 
of maintaining the Poſſeſſion, even though 


the Right ſhould be decided againſt it; 
and this will ſufficiently juſtify his Ma- 
jeſty in demoliſhing thoſe Forts by the 
Force of Arms, after having eſtabliſhed | 
his Right by the Force of Reaſon. 
Here then we may reſt the Queſtion ; ; 
and to that Purpoſe, in like Manner, as 
in the French Diſcuſſion, I have endea- 
voured to reduce the Arguments, on both
